There is no evidence th at 
athletes who trained intensively 
when they w.*r*' you ng break down 
with heart failu re any more fre ­ 
qu ently in middle age than those 
who have not had su ch intensive 
training. 


No Effect on 
Arteries 
It is tru e th a t the breakdown 
which afflicts m any men in middle 
age and early old age is du e to 
hardening or changes in the a r te r ­ 
ies and that this condition centers 
on a form of h e art failu re, an I 
that athletes arc ju st as su bject 
to arterial degeneration in middle 
age as the rest of the p opu lation, 
bu t no more. No one cou ld say th a t 
int- naive athletic exertion in you th 
predisposed to changes in the a r­ 
teries, the p re-em m ent heart dis­ 
ease of middle age. 
To take su ch conspicu ou s exam ­ 
ples as W alter C am p , football star 
and later athletic director, and 


Theodore Roosevelt, who led the 
strenu ou s life, both of whom died 
b' fore the scrip tu ral age limit and 
to 
ascribe 
their com p aratively 
early deaths to the exertions of 
their you th is not an argu m ent 
su p p orted by the facts. 


Ex ercise and Heart Tro uble 


Dr. Allen S. Johnson, an au th or­ 
ity on su ch su bjects, w riting in 
“ H ygeia,” the health m aganne , 
s a ys : 
“ T here is no convincing evidence 
th a t a healthy heart is dam aged 
by strenu ou s or even violent exer­ 
cise. 
F atigu e cau ses one to qu it 
before one can inju re the h ea rt ■ 
itself. B u t 30 years ago p rosp ec­ 
tive athletes were forced to u nd er­ 
go little, if any, physical exam ina­ 
tion to determine their fitness for 
strenu ou s competitive athletics. In 
this era the blood p ressu re a p ­ 
p ara tu s w as ju st an intrigu ing 
gadget; the X-rays were not u sed 
fu r m easu ring the s zc of the 
heart, and the electrocardiograp h 
w as u nknow n. Nor was the im p or­ 
tance of certain types of infection 
fu lly ap p reciated in relation to 
their 
p redisp osition 
to 
cardiac 
dam age. In other words a certain 
nu m ber of asp iring athletes with 
already damaged or otherwise ab­ 
norm al h earts were allowed t o . 
p articip ate in sp orts which added 
insu lt to inju ry and set the stage 
for a cardiac breakdown later in 
life.” 
So I think we can dismiss the 
fears th a t the strenu ou s training 
high school pu pils are now getting 
will crip p le them or their h earts 
in a fte r life. 
As a m atter of fact m ost high 
school boys do not have enou gh 
physical conditioning. You ng men 
ap p ear before the d ra ft boards 
and p ass the examination which 
determ ines whether they have any 
organ abnorm ality satisfactorily,
